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INTRODUCTION 


The  pxirpose  of  an  Annual  Report  is  presumably  annually  to  report 
routine  events  and  to  record  vital  statistics  so  thalt  these  facts  and 
figures  may  take  their  place  in  a permanent  record  and  add  to  the 
already  accumulated  similar  facts  and  figures  of  previous  years. 

There  is  thus  built  up  a record  from  which  it  is  a relatively  simple 
task  to  deduce  the  probable  trend  of  future  measurable  indices  of, 
for  example,  population,  mortality  and  birth  rate. 

It  is  also  expected  of  an  Annual  Report  that  it  will  record  with 
suitable  emphasis  any  particular  events  of  sociological  or  epidemio- 
logical importance  which  have  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  one  Epidemiological  event  for  which  1964'  will  be  remembered 
was  the  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  Aberdeen  and  the  subsequent 
identification  of  suspect  batches  of  6 lb.  tins  of  corned  beef.  This 
involved  Public  Health  Inspectors  all  over  the  country  in  a great  deal 
of  hurried  visiting  of  shops  and  catering  establishments  to  prevent 
the  sale  and  use  of.  tins  of  corned  beef  belonging  to  the  suspect 
batches.  Fortunately  in  this  District  all  6 lb.  tins  were  put  under 
suspicion  as  soon  as  the  first  batch  numbers  were  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health . This  proved  to  be  a good  move  because  three 
different  series  of  batch  numbers  were  communicated  over  a period  of 
20  days,  and  by  putting  a general  embargo  on  these  large  tins  at  the 
outset,  a good  deal  of  confusion. was  avoided  and  the  safe  . 
consignments  were  subsequently  released. 

This  affair  hald  a.,  considjter^ble  impact  upon  the  public  because 
they  had,  over  the  years,  come  to  regard  any  canned  meats  as  being 
above  suspicion.  It  is  to  he  hoped  that  as  a result  of  the  Aberdeen 
outbreak  the  public  may  resume  its  confidence  in  canned  meat,  ^ 

The  Council "s  responsibilities  for  housing,  sanitation  and 
cleansing  continued  to  be  discharged  as  recorded  in  the  relevant 
sections  of  the  Report  which  follows..,  A heavy  programme  of  capital 
works  is  planned  for  the  next  five  years  and  inevitably  a system  of 
priorities  has  been  decided  which  cannot  meet  with  universal  approval. 
In  the  matter  of  main,  drainage  .for. example.,  those,  villages  or 
parishes  with  the  most.  ..pressJ^ng  claims  on  the.,  grounds  of  inadequate 
facilities  will  not  necessarily  have  the  first  priority,  but  may  well 
have  to  wait  for  the  completion  of  some  larger  scheme  serving  a wider 
area. 


As  to  future  trends  as  revealed  by  the  recorded  statistics, 
every  year  which  passes  forces. a reconsideration  of  the  most  pressing 
problem  which  this  Council  shares  with  almost  every  Council  in  the 
South  East  Region,  This  is  the  constantly  increasing  imbalance  of 
the  population?,  -the -steadily  rising  proportion  of  old  people.  There 
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Introduction  (Contd.) 


is  a National  Census  every  ten  years,  but  the  full  analysis  of  the 
figures  collected  is  not  immediately  available.  For  this  reason  it 
was  not  until  last  year’s  report  (I963)  that  the  I96I  Census  figures 
could  be  used  to  make  cautious  predictions  about  the  growing  problem 
of  old  people.  These  predictions  are  already  out  of  date.  For 
example,  by  tAiking  the  Census  figiires  from  1921  to  I96I,  it  seemed 
reasonable  to  guess  that  the  population  of  the  District  would  be  about 
55*000  in  1971*  but  the  Registrar-General ' s estimate  for  1964  mid-year 
is  already  54,890,  and  the  probable  figure  for  1971  is  likely  to  be  at 
least  60,000,  including  perhaps  not  10,000  but  12,000,  or  20%  of  the 
total,  over  65  years  of  age. 

Not  all  the  people  over  65  years  require  special  housing  accommodation 
so  that  the  Council’s  present  policy  of  providing  20%  of  new  Council 
houses  ais  small  units  suitable  for  the  aged  should  gradually  result  in 
the  provision  overhauling  the  need,  but  the  1971  Census  (or  even  the 
1966  ’’Sample"  Census  now  planned)  may  easily  provide  figures  which  will 
show  that  a higher  proportion  of  small  houses  is  necessary. 

Welfare  Homes  and  beds  for  old  people  in  hospital  are  not  the 
responsibility  of  the  District  Council,  but  both  are  far  below  the 
present  need  as  a matter  of  plain  fact. 

So  much  for  efforts  being  made  to  cope  with  an  increasingly  difficult 
situation  - imbalance  of  population.  Can  anything  be  done  or  be  planned, 
to  prevent  this  increasing  imbalance  rather  than  to  provide  for  it  as 
inevitable  ? Is  it  too  fanciful  to  think  that  in  the  South  East 
generally  and  in  this  district  in  particular  some  steps  should  be  taken 
to  keep  the  young  people  from  seeking  work  elsewhere  or  even  to  attract 
young  adults  and  families  to  come  here  ? 

Without  more  opportunities  for  employment  it  seems  that  nothing  can 
stop  the  Sussex  coastal  belt  becoming  more  and  more  an  area  of  migration 
for  retired  couples.  Either  this  prospect  must  be  accepted  and 
continually  expanding  plans  made  for  dealing  with  it,  or  steps  taken, 
revolutionary  steps  for  this  area,  with  the  intention  of  balancing  the 
migration  of  the  aged.

The  City  of  Chichester  is  almost  in  the  centre  of  the  district,  and

The  Undertakings  supplying  water  to  the  Rural  District  are  as 
follows 


Arundel  Borough  Council  (part  of  Tortington  Paurish  only) 

North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  (part  of  Upwaltham  Parish) 
Portsmouth  Water  Company. 

As  mentioned  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1963s  the  Portsmouth  Water 
Company  became  the  water  authority  on  the  1st  October,  I9639  for  that 
part  of  the  district  which  had  previously  been  served  by  the  water 
undertakings  of  Chichester  Corporation;  Bognor  Regis  Urban  District 
Council I Chichester  Rural  District  Council  and. the  Selsey  Water  Company. 

Over  98^  of  the  houses  in  the  District  have  a piped  water  supply 
from  one  or  other  of  the  water  imdertakings , and  of  the  remaining  houses 
lr.09  have  a piped  supply  from  private  estates,  so  that  over  99%  of 
dwellings  have  piped  water- 

Of  the  42  Parishes  in  the.  district,.  Madehurst  is  the  only  parish 
without  a public  mains  supply. in  regular  use,  but  even  in  this  area, 
which  is  at  present  served  by  a private  estate  piped  supply,  facilities 
are  available  to  enable  mains  water  from  the  Portsmouth  Water  Company 
to  be  pumped  into  .the  private .estate  pipe,  line  should  the  need  arise. 

All  water  supplied  by  the  statutory  water  undertakings  is 
chlorinated  before  distribution^  The  supplies  are  constant  euid 
generally  adequate  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  distribution  areas. 

The  fluoride  content  of  .drinking  water  sxipplied  in  this  district 
is  less  than  0.1. parts,  per  million . 

The  table  on  page  I6  shows  the  number  of  dwellings  and  means  of 
water  supply  for  each  parish  in  the  Rural  District. 

Arundel  Borough  Council. 

The  Fitzalan  Howard  Estates  Limited  provide  water  to  this  Under- 
taking from  a borehole  and  well  situated  in  Mill  Road,  Arundel.  The 
water  is  chlorinated  before  distribution. 

A.number  .of  properties  in  the  Tortington  Parish  only  of  the 
Chichester  Rural  District  are  supplied  from  this  source,  some  via  the 
Arundel  Borough  mains  auid  others  through  the  private  estate  pipelines 
of  the  Fitzalan  Howard  Estates  Limited.

This  Authority  supplies  water  to  the  Parish  of  Upwaltham  by  means

The  15"  trunk  main. from  Selsey  Ferry  to  Paddock  Lane,  Selsey,  and 
the  12"  main. from  Cutfield  JBridge  to  Green  Lane,  Donnington,  was 
completed  during  the  yearo  The  effect  of  these  mains  was  to  bring  the 
water  pressure  to  a satisfactory  level  in  the  Selsey  area  during  the 
period  of  high  summer  demand <^ 

The  Company  is  in  the  process  of  laying  a new  12"  trunk  main  from 
Woodmancote  Waterworks  to  Southbourne,  and  when  this  is  completed  water 
pressures  in  the  Southbourne  area  will  be  improved* 

On  the.  30th  October,  196^  the  Minister  of  Housing  suad  Local 
Government  made  the  'Portsmouth  (Lavant  Pumping  Station)  Water  Order 
196^*9  authorising  the  Company  to  abstract  an  average  of  four  million 
gallons  a day  from  boreholes  in  the  Parish  of  Lavant*  Development  of 
this  source  of  supply  was  commenced  during  the  year* 

In  A.ugu6t»  196^  the  Campany's  local  staff  were  tranjsf erred  from 
the  Town  Hall . Annexe , . Bogncr  Ragis,  to  a new  office  at  Waterworks  Depot, 
Arvmdel  Road,  Bognor  Regis*  A new  Depot  was  also  established  at 
Fishbourne  P\amping  Station  and  the  old  Chichester  Depot  in  Tower  Street 
vacated. 

The  Company  have  also  established  a laboratory  at  their  Havant  Works 
and  Mr*  T.W.  Jobling,  Chief  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist,  commenced  duty 
on  the  let  April,  1964* 
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Portsmouth  Water  Company  (Contd-^) 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  reports  on  routine  samples  of  water 
taken  by  this  Undertaking  showed  the  supply  to  be  pure  and  wholesome  in 
character  and  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes ^ 

All  the  waters  at  present  used  are  derived  from  wells*  boreholes 
or  springs  in  the  chalk  and  as  such  their  chemical  characteristics  are 
all  very  similar.  Bacteriologically  they  faill  into  two  classes. 
Firstly*  Funtington,  Woodmancote  and  Walderton  in  which  coliforms  are 
rarely,  if  ever,  encountered.  Secondly*  those  in  which  bacterial 
pollution  can  be  expected  are  Eastergate,  Westergate  and  Fishbournec 
All  supplies  are  of  course  continually  chlorinated.  At  Fishbourne  and 
Eastergate  the  water  is  super  chlorinated  and  partially  de -chlorinated. 

Private  Estate  Supplies, 

Sampling  of  supplies  operated  by  private  estates  again  showed 
variable  results,  but  in  many  caises  these  supplies  can  be  supplemented 
by  public  mains  water  when  the  occasion  demands.
